Messrs. Kelson, Boyer and Johnson have 
relocated the old Evans antimony mine at 
Uuionville and have fine prospects ahead. 
Some ten or twelve years ago this mine 
was furnishing quite a lot of ore, which 
averaged about $55 to the ton. The boys 
feel confident thai the mine will pay them 
wages. The Star City antimony mine, 
owned by Phillips, Bray and otberp, is 
being worked constantly, and has beeu for 
the last four or five years, The boys ship 
ten or twelve carloads every year which 
yields from $45 to $50 per ton. "With 
plenty of ore in sight this is u good prop- 
erty. The Bloody Canyon antimony mine, 
owned by John Taylor, is still showing 
good ore and probably averages better than 
any mine in the country. The Hutohins 
mine, opposite Lovelocks, it showing well 
with a good body in sight and plenty of it. 
The Hutchins Company propose to put a 
plant for reducing their own ore, as the 
parties owning the property have plenty of 
of money behind them. There ore several 
other mines in the vicinity of Lovelocks 
that are of considerable value.

APTEBKOON SESSION. 


By Folsom—A. B. No. 84, Act relating 


Honey Lake Water Company. 


W. A. Clark, the originator and one of 


the owners of the Skedaddle dam, which 
wis washed out recently, arrived 
from 


Honey Lake Valley yesterday. He says 
the dam broke because of defective con- 
struction, the foundation having been laid 
on shelf rock on one side. 


The company which owns the dam is 


composed of prominent San Francisco mer- 
chants, each of whom entered a section of 
land under the Desert Land Act. They 
own collectively thirty-two sections of land, 
which, by a system of irrigating ditches, 
can be reclaimed by water from living 
streams. Each member owns his section, 
and intends to cultivate it. 
The dam cost 


$20,009, the object of storing the water be- 
ing to secure a supply late in the season to 
raise a second and third crop of alfalfa. 
This year the ground is thoroughly wetted 
by irrigating ditches, and will produce at 
least one crop of grain or hay. Meantime, 
the dam will be rebuilt in time to store 
water for next year. 


The whole irrigating system coat $35,000, 


and the success of the company will be of 
great benefit to Lassen county, and, in 
fact, to the whole northern coantry. 
The 


claimants of the land expect to get govern' 
ment title to the land by reason of the 
ditch irrigation already established, and 
should they do so, they will fence the land 
immediately.

A RBMARKABi.it DEATH SENTENCE. 


Judge Benedict'* CondenmaUon of » 


Murderer the Queerest on Beoard. 
One of the most eccentric and at the 


same time one of the-ablest judges that 
ever sat upon the far western bench was 
Kirby Benedict, who for thirteen years 
wa^ a justice of the supreme court of 
New Mexico, having been first appoint- 
ed in 1853 by President Pierce and reap- 
pointed by President Buchanan, and ap- 
pointed chief justice of the court by 
President Lincoln. He was a man of 
great ability and learning, strong in his 
prejudices, violent in his passions and 
relentless in his convictions. 


There are many anecdotes told of 


Judge Benedict. But the crowning act 
of his judicial career was the sentence of 
death passed by him npon a prisoner con- 
victed of murder, which sentence-was as 
follows: 


"Jose Maria Martin, stand up. Jose 


Maria Martin you have been indicted, 
tried and convicted by a jury of your 
countrymen of the crime of murder, and 
the court is now about to pass upon you 
the dread sentence of the law. 
As a 


usual thing, Jose Maria Martin, it is a 
phinfnl duty for the judge of a court of 
justice to pronounce upon a human be- 
ing the sentence of death. There is 
something horrible about it, and the 
mind of the court naturally revolts from 
the performance of such a duty. Hap- 
pily, however, yourcase is relieved of all 
such unpleasantness, and the court takes 
positive delight in sentencing yon to 
death. 


"You are a young man, Jose Maria 


Martin, apparently of good physical con- 
stitution and robust health. Ordinarily 
you might have looked forward to many 
years of life, and the court has no doubt 
you have, and have expected to die a 
green old age; but you are about to be 
cut off in the consequence of your own 
act. 
Jose Maria Martin, it ia now the 


spring time • in a little while the grass 
will be springing up green in these beau- 
tiful valleys, and on these broad mesas 
and mountain sides; flowers will be 
blooming, birds singing above your lowly 
head. 


"The sentence of the conrt is that you 


be taken from this place to the county 
jail; that you there be kept safely and se- 
curely confined in the custody of the sher- 
iff until the day appointed for your execu- 
tion. Be very careful, Mr. Sheriff, that 
lie have no opportunity to escape, and 
that you have him at the appointed place 
ut the appointed time; that you be so 
kept, Jose Maria Martin, until—Mr. 
Clerk, on what day of the month does 
Friday about two weeks from this time 
come?" "March 22, your honor." "Very 
well—until Friday, the 23d day of March, 
when you will be taken by the sheriff 
from your place of confinement to some 
safe and convenient spot -within the 
connty (that is in your discretion, Mr. 
Sheriff; you are only confined to the 
limits of the county), and that you there 
be hanged by the neck until you are 
dead, and—the court was about to add, 
Jose Maria Martin, 'may God have 
mercy on your soul,' but the court will 
not assume the responsibility of asking 
an all wise Providence to do that which 
a jury of your peers has refused to do. 
The Lord couldn't have mercy on your 
soul. However, if you have any relig- 
ious belief, or are connected with any 
religious organization, it might be well 
enough for -yon to send for your priest 
or your minister and get from him— 
well, such consolation as you can; but 
the court advises yon to place no reli- 
ance upon anything of that kind. Mr. 
Sheriff, remove the prisoner."—Santa Fa 
Letter.

fixed in the wooden arm, and he at- 
taches the cornet to this, holding it in 
position to the lips. With the other 
hand he fingers the trio of keys. Another 
well known railway musician is the pro- 
prietor of a mechanical dancing nigger. 
It may be said to be one of the most pop- 
ular entertainments now before the trav- 
eling public. 


The owner of the figure stands up in 


the carriage—usually by the door—and 
in the space in front of him he places a 
wooden pedestal, on which the little 
wooden nigger of some tWo feet in stat- 
ure faultlessly "steps" to everything, be 
it a Scotch reel or an Irish breakdown. 
The proprietor himself introduces the 
necessary music on a violin. 
He always 


has a "full house," for the people crowd 
into the carriage in which the diminu- 
tive darkey is to dance.—London Tit- 
Bits. 


Water Does Not Move vrSth the Wave. 
There is no necessary connection be- 


tween the advance of a wave and the 
forward movement of the water compos- 
ing it, as may be seen by running the 
fingers along the keys of a piano. An 
inverted wave travels along, but the 
keys merely move up and down. Simi- 
larly, a wave may often be observed 
running along the ripe ears of golden 
grain while the stalks are firmly rooted 
in the soil. The onward progress of a 
sea wave is easily perceptible, anil by 
watching some light substance floating 
on the surface the fact is revealed that 
the water is not moving with the same 
velocity.—Chambers' Journal.

By adding milk of lime 
to the water, and by properly agitating, 
the tin settles down in a few hours in the 
state of oxide, whioh can be readily col- 
lected and disposed of.—New York Com- 
mercial Advertiser.
